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foreword 


The  schools  of  Maryland  have  the  same 
responsibility  today  to  inform  the  public 
about  their  activities  that  they  have 
alv^ays  had.  But  today,  because  school 
systems  are  larger  and  education  more 
complex,  the  task  of  keeping  people  in- 
formed is  increasingly  difficult.  At  the 
same  time,  grov^ing  school  budgets  and 
bewildering  social  developments  make 
the  citizen  increasingly  curious  about  the 
activities  of  our  schools. 

This  first  annual  Facts  About  Maryland 
Schools  is  designed  to  ansv\^er  some  of 
the  quantitative  questions  about  educa- 
tion that  people  ask  —  how  many  stu- 
dents, how  many  teachers,  how  much 
money,  and  so  on. 

More  detailed  information  concerning  our 
activities  is  to  be  found  in  our  annual 
reports  and  in  timely  releases  of  data 
about  school  activities.  This  pocket-size 
publication  is  designed  to  serve  as  a  con- 
venient reference  for  persons  interested 
in  facts  about  Maryland  schools.  Because 
it  is  a  first  effort,  we  shall  b6  glad  to 
receive  suggestions  for  its  improvement.
